To amend the several Acts for the Encouragement and 
Improvement of the British and Irish Fisheries. 



« !£ Qfe 1 HGE 3 it is expedient that the Bounties and Allowances Expedient to 

0 
the British and Irish Fisheries, and also in respect of Herrings or other

HBffc it therefore C^nacteti by The king’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, THAT from and after the fifth day of April, Repea , of

George the Third, intituled “ An Act for the enepuragement and 
“ improvement of the Fisheries,” as shall be in force at the time of 
the passing of this Act ; and also the several specific Bounties and 
Allowances granted and made payable under or by virtue of an Act 
made in the first year of the reign of His present Majesty, for amending 5 
the said Act of the fifty-ninth year of his late Majesty’s reign ; and 
all such specific Bounties and Allowances payable under the said recited 
Acts, or any of them, shall be and are hereby repealed accordingly, 
from and after the said fifth day of April, one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty-five. ]0 

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the said fifth day of 
April, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-five, and until the fifth 
day of April, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven, the se- 
veral and respective Bounties hereinafter mentioned, shall be paid and 
allowed, that is to say, a Bounty of Two shillings for every barrel of 
herrings which shall be caught, landed, cured and packed, according to 15 
the directions of an Act made in the forty-eighth year of the reign of 
his late Majesty King George the Third, for the further encouragement 
and better regulation of the British White Herring Fishery, or of the 
said Act made in the fifty-fifth year of the reign of hjs said late Ma- 20 
jesty, or of any other Act or Acts in force relating to the British. 
Herring Fishery; and also for every barrel of herrings caught in v^els 
or boats fitted out from the Isle of Man , landed there, and cured and 
packed according to the directions of the before recited Act of the first 
and second years of His present Majesty’s reign ; and also for every barrel 2 - 
of herrings caught, landed, cured and packed, according to the directions 
of the said recited Acts of the fifty-ninth year of his late Majesty’s reign, 
and of the first year of the reign of .His present Majesty, for the en- 
couragement and improvement of the Irish Fisheries ; and also that there 
shall be paid and allowed to all persons residing in Great Britain , and 30 
who shall cure and dry cod fish, ling or hake, taken on the coasts of 
Great Britain , Ireland or the Isle of Man, under the regulations and 
directions contained in or referred to by the hereinbefore recited Act of 
the first year of the reign of His present Majesty, for the further en- 
couragement and improvement of the British Fisheries, a Bounty of 35 
Two shillings for every hundred weight of such dried cod fish, ling or 
hake; and that there shall be also paid and allowed under the like re- 
gulations and directions, to such persons residing as aforesaid, and curing 
cod fish, ling or hake in the pickle, a Bounty of One shilling and six- 
pence for every barrel of such pickled cod fish, ling or hake; and that 40 
there shall also be paid and allowed to persons residing on the coasts of 
Ireland, and who shall cure and dry cod fish, ling, hake, haddock, glasseu 
or conger eel, taken on the coasts of Ireland under the regulations and 
directions mentioned in or referred to by the said recited Act of the 
fifty-ninth year of his late Majesty’s reign, for the encouragement and 45 
improvement of the Irish fisheries, a Bounty of Two shillings for every 
hundred weight of such dried cod fish, ling, hake, haddock, glasseri or 
conger eel ; and that there shall also be paid and allowed a bounty of 
One shilling and sixpence for every barrel of cod, ling, hake, haddock, 
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glassen or conger eel, taken on the coasts of Ireland and cured with “ n . der ?g u - 
pickle by persons residing in Ireland and curing such fish according to 59G.3.C.109. 
such rules and regulations as the Commissioners of the Irish Fisheries ig*.' iv”. 82. 
shall from time to time make and appoint for that purpose. s - 18 -) 

5 And be it further Enacted, That the Bounties by this Act granted Bounties^ 
and made payable, shall be paid in such manner, and under such Act payable 
directions, and subject to such rules regulations and restrictions in all “ 
respects, as the Bounties heretofore granted under the said recited Acts Cod, r & £ ecited 
respectively, or any of them, upon such herrings, cod fish, ling, hake, Acts.

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Herrings ex- 
Act, all herrings cured in any part of the United Kingdom of Great Duties on 
Britain and Ireland, shall be and the same are hereby declared to be Export.

of the fifty-ninth year of the reign of his said late Majesty, for the 
further encouragement and improvement of the Irish Fisheries, 
the Lord Lieutenant, or other chief governor or governors of Ireland 
is authorized to direct any sum or sums of money, not exceeding the 
sum of five thousand pounds in any one year, to be paid to the commis- 5 
sioners of the Irish Fisheries for the encouragement of the Coast Fisheries 
of Ireland , under the regulations in the said recited Acts respectively con- 
tained : And whereas it is expedient that such sums, not exceeding three 
thousand pounds and five thousand pounds respectively, should in future 
be applied in manner hereinafter mentioned; BE it therefore Enacted, 10 
That from and after the passing of this Act, the said several sums, not 
exceeding three thousand pounds and five thousand pounds respectively, 
shall be applied and employed by the commissioners of the said Fisheries 
respectively, in the encouraging and assisting the building making or 
repairing of piers or quays at such ports and places on the sea coasts of 15 
Scotland and Ireland respectively, as shall appear to the said commis- 
sioners of the Fisheries respectively to be most fit and necessary, 
and not for any other purpose whatever; any thing in the said 
recited Acts to the contrary notwithstanding : Provided always, That 
no part of such respective sums shall be granted or allowed to any 20 
person or persons, by the said commissioners respectively, for the 
purpose of making or building or repairing of any such pier or quay, 
except in such cases where the said commissioners shall be satisfied that 
not less than one-fourth part of the expense of building, making or 
repairing of any such pier or quay respectively, hath been advanced 25 
and paid and expended by such person or persons. 

And be it further Enacted, That all such sums shall be allowed in 
Scotland by the commissioners of the Herring Fishery, under such rules 
and regulations as the said commissioners shall make and publish in 
that behalf, by and with the approbation of the Lord High Treasurer g 0 
or Commissioners of Flis Majesty’s Treasury of the United Kingdom, 
or any three of them, and that a list of the names of the persons en- 
titled to such sums, the place of residence of each of the said persons, 
the situation of the pier or quay which shall be in part made built or 
repaired by every such person respectively, and the sums of money 35 
paid and expended by such persons respectively, and the sum of money 
assigned to each person respectively by the said Commissioners, shall 
be made and certified by the said Commissioners of the said Fisheries 
from time to time, and at such times as shall be directed and required 
by the said Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners of the Treasury; and 40 
it shall be lawful for the said Lord High Treasurer or Commissioners of 
the Treasury, and they are hereby authorized and required to cause the 
said sums to be paid by the Commissioners of Excise, at such times, 
and in such manner, and under such regulations as the said Lord High 
Treasurer or Commissioners of the Treasury shall from to time think 45 
proper and expedient; and the Lord Fligh Treasurer or Commissioners 
of the Treasury shall cause an account of all such sums to be laid 
before both Houses of Parliament, within fourteen days after the com- 
mencement of every session ; and that in Ireland all such sums shall be

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issued under the directions of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland ; and the 
commissioners of the Irish Fisheries shall report the application 
thereof, and a copy of such report shall be laid before Parliament in 
such and the like manner as is required and directed by the said recited 
<j Act of the fifty-ninth year of the reign of his late Majesty King George 
the Third, for the further encouragement and improvement of the Irish 
Fisheries.
